Smoke  Signals

In  1848,  the  Swiss  astronomer  Johann 
Rudolph  Wolf  introduced  a  daily  measurement 
of  sunspot  number-s.  His  method,  which  is  still 
used  today,  counts  the  total  number  of  spots 
visible  on  the  face  of  the  stunt  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  groups  into  which  they  cluster,  be¬ 
cause  neither  quantity  alone  satisfactorily 
measures  sunspot  activity. 

An  observer  computes  a  daily  sunspot 
number  by  multiplying  the  number  of  groups 
he  sees  by  ten  and  then  adding  this  product 
to  his  total  count  of  individual  spots.  This  is 
represented  by  the  formula  R=K(10G+S), 
where  R  is  the  sunspot  number,  K  is  the  sca¬ 
ling  factor  that  corrects  seeing  conditions,  G 
is  the  number  of  sunspot  groups  (regions) 
observed,  and  S  is  the  total  number  of  indivi¬ 
dual  spots  in  all  groups. 

Results  vary  greatly,  since  the  measure¬ 
ment  strongly  depends  on  observer  interpre¬ 
tation  and  experience  and  on  the  stability  of 
the  Earth’s  atmosphere  above  the  observing 
site.  The  use  of  Earth  as  a  platform  from 
which  to  record  these  numbers  contributes  to 
their  variability,  too,  because  the  Earth  and 
Sun  both  rotate.  To  compensate  for  these 
limitations,  each  daily  international  number 
is  computed  as  a  weighted  average  of  mea¬ 
surements  made  from  as  many  as  six  observa¬ 
tories  around  the  earth. 

The  highest  daily  count  on  record 
occurred  December  24  and  25,  1957.  On  each 
of  those  days,  the  sunspot  number  totalled 
355.  In  contrast,  during  years  near  the  mini¬ 
mum  of  the  sunspot  cycle,  such  as  now,  the 
count  does  fall  to  zero. 

Today,  much  more  sophisticated  mea¬ 
surements  of  solar  activity  are  made  routine¬ 
ly,  but  none  has  the  link  with  the  past  that 
sunspot  numbers  have.

Are  you  READY  for  the  1986  Simulated  Emergency  Test, 
SET?  If  not,  it's  time  to  SO  out  and  get  prepared. 
This  year's  ARRL  sponsored  Simulated  Emergency  Test  is 
scheduled  for  the  weekend  of  October  18-19. 

Once  a  year,  the  ARRL  urges  all  Radio  Amateurs  to 
become  involved  in  the  testing  process  to  determine  our 
abilities  to  meet  a  communications  emergency.  Most  SET 
exercises  are  planned  and  organized  by  local  units  of 
the  Amateur  Radio  Emergency.  Service  (ARES).  Just  as  it 
takes  operators  to  make  communications  work  in  a  real 
emergency,  it  takes  operators  to  take  a  communications 
exercise  work.

A  real  emergency  is  not  the  time  to  start  on-the-job 
training  in  emergency  communications  techniques.  The 
detail  and  the  organization  have  to  be  in  place  before 
the  actual  emergency.  Your  local  county  ARES  Emergency 
Coordinator  works  hard  to  plan  Amateur  Radio’s  response 
to  a  real  communications  need.  Once  a  year  the  local 
ARES  group  needs  to  test  some  or  all  of  those  plans. 

The  best  planned  SET  will  mean  nothing  if  yob  as  a 
Radio  Asateur  do  not  lend  sose  of  your  time  to  support 
the  exercise.  Paper  plans  need  people  to  (sake  them 
work!  A  few  hours  of  your  time  on  the  iSth  or  19th  of 
October  is  ail  that  is  needed  to  sake  a  valid  test.  ■  ,-j 

Of  course,  you  say  respond  that  you  put  in  plenty  of 
time  on  weather  watch  operations  or  you  helped  cover 
two  parades  last  year.  Certainly  those  types  of 
activities  should  provide  tore  than  enough  testing  and 
training!  They  sure  do.  for  those  specific  situations, 
but  what  about  mass  evacuations  or  flood  situations? 
These  or  other  test  situations  say  involve  events  which 
you  have  net  had  any  practical  experience  for.  Now  is 
the  time  to  learn  something  about  them. 

Too  often  the  local  Emergency. Coordinator  is  reluctant 
to  plan  a  novel,  innovative,  or  complex  SET  as  he 
really  isn’t  sure  of  how  much  support  he  will  get  from 
local  Hams  for  the  actual  test.  How  is  the  time  for  you 
to  let  your  local  EC  know  you  are  prepared  to  support 
his  efforts  for  a  practical,  productive  SET.  The  day 
before  SET  weekend  is  too  late.  That  time  horizon 
simply  does  not  permit  useful  planning  for  an  SET.  Let 
your  county  Emergency  Coordinator  know  you  want  a 
meaningful  SET  and  you  are  willing  to  lend  your  effort 
to  accomplish  it. 

Do  you  have  a  special  interest  within  Amateur  Radio? 
Traffic?  Packet?  Let  your  EC  know  you  would  be 
willing  and  would  like  to  see  some  of  this  activity 
worked  into  the  SET.  Too  often  we  get  into  an  un¬ 
fortunate  circumstance  of  not  participating  because 
nothing  in  the  activity  interests  us.  On  the  other 
hand,  our  particular  interest  was  not  programmed  into 
the  activity  because  the  planners  didn't  know  who  would 
be  willing  to  participate. 

Are  you  interested  in  Packet?  Nould  you  like  to  see  it 
grow  even  faster  than  it  is?  The  more  you  expose 
Packet  to  other  Hass,  the  sore  it  will  spread.  Are  you 
going  to  be  asking  your  EC  how  Packet  can  play  a  roie~ 
in  hi s  SET  planning?  Mhile  I  used  Packet  as  an 
example,  this  applies  to  any  facet  of  Amateur  Radio 
which  you  are  particularly  interested  in. 

Your  EC  is  not  your  local  ARES.  You  are  the  local 
ARES.  How  well  your  group  reacts  in  a  real  emergency 
will  depend  upon  how  much  effort  you  will  put  into 
preparing  for  it. 

Don't  forget  the  upcoming  Wisconsin  Ms  Association 
Picnic.  It  will  be  held  at  the  Shawano  County  Park  on 
September  20.  The  National  Traffic  System  is  an 
integral  part  of  the  public  service  communications 
system.  The  Wisconsin  Nets  Association  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  NTS,  Local  communications  planning  is 
important,  but  in  many  cases,  the  local  communications 
need  an  outlet.  The  UNA  needs  your  support  and  you 
need  to  know  how  the  traffic  system  operates.  Bet 
familiar  with  Wisconsin  nets?  you  won't  regret  the 
experience!
